Furthermore, It is asserted by the 
police matron*, of whom there are 
twenty-two, and whose of flee is to 
encourage the fallen, lighten the bur- 
dens of the unfortunate and hold out 
a helping hand, that to the prevalence 
3f places where liquor is sold is du^ 
the difficulty of reformation ot these 
wom«n; that women, as a class, are 
not prone to habitual drinking, but 
that the abundance of -saloons 
ladies 
parlors" and amusement resorts where 
intoxicants are sold. Is 
largely the 
cause of th« demoralization- of those 
who fall Into the police dragnet. 


Not only .ire women becoming cor- 


rupted by this influence for evil, but 
children are as well. Boys of 14 years 
under the spell, in some instance, be- 
coming 
such confirmed topers 
that 


within a year from their first drink, 
when they r-annot obtain liquor, they 
Inhale the fxiraee of benzine and gaso- 
line for the Intoxicating effect.

AM ASSURED that I speak -within 
bounds In asserting that not one 
chocolate-lover in ten knows from 
whence the popular delicacy came 


to the countries in which it is most ex- 
tensiv»ly used. We have an idea that the 
French, -who make more of chocolate 
than any othi r people—using It as food 
anu driiik evry day in the year—were 
the original mporters from some un- 
known quarter of the tropics. If a tri- 
fle Setter rea-i in the history of foods, 
we trace it b.ick to the Spaniards, who 
knew Its virt les early in the sixteenth 
century 
and taught these to their 


friends and r.eighbors, the French. In 
America the belief in the foreign ori-". 
gin of chocolate as an article of food 
and commert e is so well 
established 


that our housemother and her college- 
bred daughter may read with surprise 
the announcement that the Spaniards 
learned the use of it from the Mexicans, 
who had cultivated the evergreen shrub 
known to bo'anists as "Theobroma ca- 
cao" for cen'uries before the invading 
ships from the Old "World touched the 
Californian ccast. The natives prepared 
it as a beve-age by grinding the ripe 
beans of 
th> cacao tree and mixing 


them with cornmeal and spices. So an- 
cient and dishonorable is the art of 
adulteration of foods! 


AIL PARTS UTILIZED 


The seeds were ground into a rich, 


oily paste; this was pressed into moulds 
and dried lnb> cakes of "chocolatl," or, 
as some hav,; it, "cacaotl." There re- 
mains, after the oily part of the seeds 
has been extracted, a dry powder, 
which, -when mited with water or milk 
and cooked, rivts us "broma," a milder 
preparation <>t the chocolate much in 
favor with r Arsons whose stomachs do 
not digest th- richer product. The pods 
inclosing the seeds are dried and pound- 
ed into "cocoa shells " This last is yet 
milder than broma, and is often drunk 
in large quantities by nursing mothers 
to increase the flow of milk. 


The brief history of the invaluable 


bean, its products 
and by-products, 


shoull be ccnned by the lovers of the 
various forma of chocolate. The author 
of the work from which I draw the out- 
lines of this sketch says, dryly enough: 
"In a pure otate it Is very nourishing. 
It is extensively adulterated with rice- 
meal, oatmeil, flour, potato-fat, starch, 
roasted nuts and almond." 
Heading 


further, we learn something that may 
put a testing-rod into the hands of our 
housemother: 


"Good chocolate is smooth, firm, sol- 


iible, aromatic, not viscid after it Is 
boiled and cooled, but oily on the sur- 
face, and it leaves no sediment." 


As a non-professional cook and house- 


keeper. I\ will add that the 
inferior 


brands of chocolate are often blended 
with earth—just plain, dry DIRT! the 
dust of Mother Earth into* which all 
perishable things will be one day re- 
solved. 
I have handled and tasted it 


tor myself ill the course of amateur 
analyses of "pure foods." 


Moral: 
Don't buy cheap chocolate 


unless you like mud! 


Directions for making chocolate into 


a beverage were given here so lately 
that our recipes today ivill deal with 
the use of it in other forms. 


Chocolate Cup Custards. 


Heat a Quart of rich, unskimmed milk 


In a farina kettle dropping In a n.neh of 
soda to present currllmg as It heats. Beat 
five cggi llirht. without separating whites 
and yolks, add, raid stir In well live ta- 
blespoonfuls of powdered sugar. Pour upon 
this, stirring all the time, the scalding 
milk: put over the fire In the double boiler 
nnd beat in five tsblcspoonfuls of. grated, 
unsweetened chocolate. ?tlr until the cus- 
tard thickens. Practice will soon teach 
you. 
from the look of the spoon. when to 


remove It from the fire. Pour out at once 
to cool, and acid a teaspoonful of -vanilla 
essence. "When coM. turn Into cups or glass- 
es, and heap a teaspoonful of whipped cream 


' on the surface of cacn cup. Serve ice cold. 


Baked Chocolate Custards. 


Make as directed in last recipe up to the 


noinc of returning the custard to the fire. 
Pour it. Instead, into cups or Into a larger 
oakedish, and set in a pan of hot water. 
The water should rise about half way to 
the top of the cupi, or dish. Bake in a. quick 


oven until set In the middle and silently 
bronned. Cool qulcklv, as custards continue 
to cook after thev are withdrawn from the 
fire, and an overdone custard Is a curdled 
custard. 
Eat with cream, turning the cups upside 


do^n upon saucers, after loosening the con- 
tents from the sides They should bo left 
in Ice until >ou are ready to serve- them. 


Chocolate Trifle. 


Soak a package of gelatine in two cupfuls 


of milk for two hours Scald a quart of milk 
in a rice boiler not omitting the pinch of 
soda. In a. large howl beat the yolks of 
two eggs with five tabtespoonfuls of 
PQW- 


dered sugar. 


Without removing the milk from 
Lhe 


rang-, stir Into it the soaked nelatine, 
and when it is thoroughly dissolved pour 
the contents of the kettle upon the beaten 
eggs and sugar. Add five tablospoonfuls if 
unsweetened chocolate (grated), previously 
wrt to a past" with a little cold water. 
Return to the boiler and the fire and stir 
lor three minutes. It should he just on the 
boil when you take it oft agnin and pour 
into the bowl. Have leads' the whites of 
three eggs whipped to a standing froth. 
Stir m lightly with a teaipoonful of va- 
nilla. Pour into a mold or molds wet with 
cold vater and set awav to cool and form. 


To servo it. wrap a cioth wrung, out in 


hot water about the mold, nnd Invoit upon 
a chilled dish Tho "trills" should be ice 
cold. 
Eat with powdered mgar and cream. 


Chocolate Pudding (Cold). 


Scald two cupfuls of milk in a double 


boiler, adding a pinch ot soda. When the 
boiling point it leachef, stir into the^ kettle, 
of milk four tablespoonfuls of sugar and 
half as much cornstarch •irreneroiai spoonful!,) 
already wet up with cold milk. Cook for 
tuo m'inutes alter the hoi] Is leRatned. stlr- 
rins faithfully, add two heaping tablespoon- 
fuls of grated chocolate: stir for another 
minute over the nre 
and take from the 


i-ange 
Season to taste with \anilla and 


pour into J. mold ivrt with cold water. 
Eat cold with cream and sugar. 


A simple and cheap dessert, 


Brun Mange. 


Soak halt a box of chocolate In n. cupful 


of milk for two hours. Haie ready a quart 
of milk brought to the boll In a farina 
kettle, rut a pinch of soda in the milk 
when cold. When scalding hot. sill In t.ie 
soaked t-elntinc and a, cupful ot granulated 
sugar 
When these arc dissolved add live 
even tahlospoonfuls of graled chocolate.

Chocolate Pie.

Soied sugar. Now add four tablcspoonfuls 
of grated chocolate, stir oier the flrc for 
two minutes to Incorporate the Ingredients, 
flavor with a teaspnonful or vanilla anil 
pom Into a pleplate lined with puff caste 
Bake in a steady oven. When the cWit.ir.1 
Is tet, diaw to the mouth of lha oven 
and Mire.i.l qulcklv with a morinKUO mad" 
bv whipping the whiles of Ihrel i-gcs to a 
standing fiolh wllh two tableopoonfnH ot 
sugar. Close the en en and let the meringue 
color lightly.

Cowardice of the San Francisco Bar 


If there i> a more farcial and ridiculous organization in Cali- 


fornia than the San Francisco Bar Association its existence jias es- 
caped our attention. A meeting was called last Friday evening to 
consider one of the most vital quest-cms respecting the jurispru- 
dence and judiciary of the St'ate ever presented to the bar of this j 
or any other country-. Out of a membership of something like a 
tl.o.is.and about seventy-five attended

prcben- were attorneys for the graft prosecutors or their satellites. 
Save Mr. W. S. Goodfellow and two or three others the leaders of 
the San Francisco bar were absent. 


On motion of Matt. I. Sullivan, one of the Bulletin's attorneys in 


the collusion libel case now being tried before Judge Doolmg, a 
resolution 
m.ldly 
expressing 
confidence m the integrity of the 


courts and mildly deprecatory of the vicious attacks made on the 
Supreme and Appellate judges was tabled. 
Francis J. Heney, 


Hiram 
Johnson, J. T. Dvvyer and the whole array of Spreckels- 


Pheian lawvers were present, and participated in offering addi- 
tional insult -o the Supreme and Appellate courts. Sullivan's re- 
irarks prelim nary to his motion to table Mr. Olney's milk-and- 
v,iter resolution was an affront to decency and a grave reflection 
on the court of last resort. His reflections on the Supreme and 
Appellate judges was accentuated by a laudation of Judges Dunne 
n.d Law lot. 


Naturally his remarks and the rfotion he offered met the ap- 


proval of an'.issemblage largely composed of the retainers and fol- 
lowers of Rudolph Spreckels and James D. Phelan, but what shall 
Lc said of the hundreds of lawyers who sneaked off and left the 
meeting to bi dominated by men who are defiling the courts and- 
heaping defa nation on the highest itidicial officers of the land? 
Must it go OLit to the world that the bar of San Francisco lacks 
ihe manhood and courage to vindicate the integrity and indepen- 
dence of the highest courts in the State? How can a bar so pusil- 
lanimous expect the bench to be fearless "and upright, vindicating the 
law at all hazards and landing for the right regardless of clamor 
and abrsc- 
Sad indeed would be the plight of California if the 


judiciary refit cted the craven spirit of the San Francisco bar.

Many of the most prominent lawyers in the city excused their 


non-attendance on the ground that they were attorneys in either 
civil or criminal litigation in which the several individuals indicted 
by the Oliver grand jury are concerned Heney, Johnson, Dwyer 
et al. had no scruple about presenting themselves, and taking ad- 
vantage of the cowardice of the absentees to add injury to the in- 
sult already 1 <;aped upon the Supreme and Appellate Courts. Matt. 
Sullivan, who represents in a scandalously collusive action the Bul- 
letin, which has led in defaming the courts, had no scruple or mod- 
esty about leading the attack on the ludiciary in what should have 
been the citadel of its defense. And why not? The defenders had 
abandoned the vvoiks, deserted their post and left the bench to the 


' tender mercies of its enemies and defamers. 


Why even the Spreckels-Phelan organs expressed decisive con- 


tempt for the Bar Association after being allowed to have their 
own way. It is a contempt that all men should feel. 
The Bar 


Association called a meeting and then ran away from its duty and 
its responsibility. By purposely absenting themselves, the repu- 
table members allowed the Sprecke's gang to pack and run the 
meeting. \\ hy was the meeting called if the attorneys who had it 
called intended to stav away and leave the judges naked and de- 
fenseless before their enemies?

And yet with it all a simple thing and fo- that 
very reason powerful in its being offensively directed and sup- 
porting in its defensive position. 


Wielded as a weapon either for or against a person or a nation, 


a thought' or a condition, it becomes two edged m its cutting and 
a perfect cuirass for p'rotection. 


In a community a man becomes known for his probity, for his 


honesty and his manliness. 
His smallest acts are weighed and 


judged and from them is moulded public opinion. The step forward 
from individual to masses and then to thought and to principles 
is the same and the results alike. 


Probably no better illustration 6f the strength of public opin- 
and its defense can be had than the political situation in New 


York State. There for weeks we have seen the insidious attempts 
by newspapers and politicians under the domination—and that of 
the worst of Wall Street interests—attempting to mould public opin- 
ion against President Roosevelt and his administration. Mot alone in 
newspapers but at public dinners has the insidious poison distilled 
for slow; death been thrown to the public. It was for the purpose 
of belittling the acts of President Roosevelt on the great questions 
concerning the great corporations. 
The attacks have been fierce, 


the 'weapons keen and active. And in the defense the cuirass has 
been strong, the defense perfect, created by the public opinion 
moulded into perfectness by the splendid showing of Roosevelt 
and his followers. - 
, 


The great corporations of the country are engaged in legitimate 


business and n valuable ways are doing the great good which 
makes this a great country. But the very extent of their organiza- 
tion 
and their power requires the simple law of reasonable re- 


straint and regulation. It would be indicated that because of then- 
being distributed actively all over this great country that they must

SAX FRANCISCO, March 21.—That malice afore- 


thought, revenge, fraud and deceit have been the impelling mo- 
tives of the so-called graft prosecution from the start of its al- 
leged movement for municipal reform is becoming more appar- 
ent daily. 


The attacks upon the higher courts of the State, recently 


inspired by the cine purists, are but one and a part of the malig- 
nity of it "all. As far back as the indictments of Schmitz and 
Ruef by the Oliver Grand Jury, the men associated together to 
capture the city government and wreck the vested interests of 
the community that they might profit politically and financially, 
knew that the charges preferred against those two defendants 
did not constitute the crime of extortion under the statutes of 
California—otherwise no public offense had been committed by 
them, no matter what the moral aspect of their course in rela- 
tion to the French restaurants might have been. 


Hiram Johnson, who was seled eel to draw the indictments, 


knew that those documents did not state a public offense under 
the laws of California when he prepared them. Francis J. 
Heney, the special prosecutor of a malevolent cause, and using 
a collusive appointment to an office of public trust &$ a blind for 
his acts in private interests, also was aware that the indictments 
were of no legal force and effect—were null and void in so far as 
stating a public offense under the statutes of this State. 


Hiram Johnson, the private prosecutor specially retained 


to assist the specially appointed public- prosecutor, who in turn 
had been retained to represent the same private interests by us- 
ing the machinery of a public office^stated at the settlement of 
the bill of exceptions to one of the attorneys for the defense 
that the indictments were worthless; in that .they did not show 
that the crime of extortion had been committed under .the laws 
of California, and would ultimately be thrown out by the Su- 
preme Court of the State. 


"Why do you present them then ?" was the natural inquiry, 


of the attorney. 


"Because they are all we have got." was the answer of 


Johnson. 


Johnson, who was in prophetic mood, dwelt upon the out- 


come of the vicious proceedings. He presaged the course that 
the Appellate Court and the Supreme Court would pursue with 
prophetic accuracy as borne out by the recent acts of those two 
high tribunals. 


"They will gloss over or pay little attention to all the num- 


erous reversible errors thai have been committed bv Heney, 
Camph'll, Judge Dunne and others connected with the trial of 
the eases, but will make their main point on the insufficiency of 
the indictments. They will thus pass it all up to me and I will 
be made the fool of the case.'' 


With full knowledge that the indictments were insufficient 


because- of the crimes charged not being a public offense under 
the statutes of California, the prosecution continued its course 
inspired by malice aforethought or prepense. Two of the lower 
courts had been hypnotized, deceived or debauched and it was 
desired to influence the higher tribunals in the same or a similar 
manner. Publications giving a false and malignant version of 
the status of the proceeding^ were had in the dependant, official 
organs of the prosecution, that were impelled by the same greed 
of gain that animated the fraudulent reformers. Jurists, law- 
yers and laymen who had the temerity to differ with the prose- 
cution and its "efforts to defraud the public and deceive the 
courts, were caricatured and lampooned. So blinded were the 
inembf rs of the vicious junta in their pursuit of revenge that, 
after the higher tribunals had refused to sustain them in their 
efforts, to seize the municipal government and wreck all the 
principal interests of the city—financial, commercial and indus- 
trial—that they caused to be published in their official organs 
the false and malicious statement that the higher tribunals had 
decided that extortion was no crime. , 


And they did all these things in the face of the fact that the 


prosecution had full knowledge- of the legal insufficiency of the 
indictments in question and that the decisions of both the-- Ap- 
pellate and the Supreme Courts were based, to the letter, on the 
statute's of California. 


"When that prophetic soul, Hiram Johnson, after admitting 


that the indictments for extortion were insufficient and that the 
prosecution could not make good, emitted the wail, "and every- 
one will say that Johnson is the fool," his forebodings were not 
without foundation. 
Recently a news syndicate, which circu- 


lates items inspired by the graft prosecution, caused to be pub- 
lished broadcast .a statement passing the blame for the miscar- 
riage of the extortion cases up to Johnson.

The apparently well lubricated "news" article set forth 


that owing to pressure of other duties Heney had nothing to do 
with the preparation of the indictments in the extortion cases. 
That work had been assigned to one Cobb, said to.be an, office 
partner of Heney's. and t:> Hiram Johnson. After flattering 
the Cobb ability as a preparer of affidavits'—which is really a 


news item—Johnson is credited with being second in that line of 
capacity,'but inclined to do the best he can and therefore to be 
both pitied and excused. 


As bubonic rats devour their sick and weak, so do the an- 


gelic leaders of that movement for civic purification, sometimes 
called the graft prosecution, turn upon one of their number to 
destroy his reputation. This is probably but the beginning of 
the fulfillment of Johnson's prophesy, "Everybody will be say- 
ing that Johnson is the fool." 


The Lincoln-Roosevelt League has introduced something 


iii local politics that is new in San Francisco. It is the noonday ' 
luncheon, a social feature in which the elite of the game may 
participate on the payment of 50 cents per capita. The second 
of these political functions was held at Tait's last Wednesday. 
The postal card invitation contained among other inducements 
to the polly who would mingle with the haut ton of the reform 
movement the following inducement to invest 50 cents: "Tips 
to the waiters will be attended to by the League." 


The League undoubtedly undertook this gra^e responsibil- 


ity with a view to encouraging weary and wary statesmen to 
invest their 50 cents and also to remove any doubts as to the ac- 
tual cost of the feed. Possibly this was given out as a keynote 
of the campaign of the reformers and intended to be accepted 
as a delicate announcement that all extra and unusual costs of 
the campaign would be borne by the League's management. 


The assuming of the "tip" assessment by the League en- 


couraged about forty inquisitive statemen to attend the func- 
tion. T. J. Pillsbury of Alameda and elsewhere had been chosen 
as the orator of the event. The experience of the first function 
of this character was that as soon as the guests finished their • 
luncheon they suddenly discovered that urgent business called 
tKem elsewhere and they'kft the banquet hall with little cere- 
mony and even before Organizer Rowell had half completed his 
speech. To obviate a repetition of violation- of the ethics it was 
arranged that last Wednesday Pillsbury should talk while the 
others eat. As a result of this finesse on the part of the execu- 
tive committee, Pillsbury was called upon to start his stunt be- 
fore he had half finished his sou]). The orator proceeded to a 
denunciation of the Southern Pacific and all other corporations 
and' trusts both within and without California. His eloquence, 
however, did not disturb the other guests who continued, with 
great fortitude, to dispose of the luncheon as served. 


The menu consisted of three courses, soup, fish .(halibut), 


and pie (apple). By the time,,the second course had been ab- 
sorbed by the trenchermen, Pills-bury had declared that the rail- 
road was under assessed. When the orator saw Rowell dispose 
of the last piece of apple pie, in the third course, he gazed rue- 
fully at his own half-plate of cold soup and in a burst of fervid 
eloquence declared that the Southern Pacific ought to have paid 
$15,000.000 more in taxes. The time of speech was limited to 
the duration of the luncheon and is reported to have been about 
thirty minutes. Pillsbury, although applauded at least three 
times—once for each course disposed of—was given no lunch- 
eon. The affair was declared to have been a great political and 
social success, although Pillsbury is said to have lacked a full 
appreciation of the subtlety of the arrangemuits made by the 
executive committee. Similar events have been announced for 
future Wednesdays when brilliant orators will compete with the 
politicians holding knives and forks for the three-round menu. 


Stole of the leading Israelites who contributed to the graft 


prosecution fund are much disturbed over the recent develop- 
ments in that game of greed and politics. The attacks by 
Heney, Burns, Langdon and Biggy upon the veracity of Rab- 
bis Nieto and Kaplan is keenly resented by the Jewish citizens. 
The indications are that the charges preferred by these gentry 
that the Rabbis are guilty of untruthful statements, if not of 
perjury, will not be permitted to remain unchallenged. 


Possibly the most agitated of the Hebrew citizens is Moses 


Gunst, who is credited with donating $1000 to the cause of civic 
purity and personal gain, witk an intimation that a second 
$1000 might be given to oil the bearings of the new political ma- 


, chine if everything worked satisfactorily. 


It was a part of the current political gossip that Moses 


would like to be returned to his old office of Police Commis- 
sioner, but in the event of this not being deemed practical or 
politic his partner, Milton S. Esberg, would like to designate 
the brand of cigars policemen may smoke and incidentally turn 
the whole Department into drummers for the Gunst & Co. 
weeds. But now that the graft prosecution has been uncovered 
and exposed in all its venality, together with its vicious attack 
on the Rabbis, Gunst is loud in> his declarations that he did not 
contribute the $1,000, that being the financiering of his wicked 
partner, Milton S. Esberg, while Mose was absent in New York. 
Gunst spends a great deal of time now- telling how much more 
corruption there is in one precinct of New York or Philadel- 
phia' than there is in San Francisco altogether.. Mose is rapid- 


ly getting into a frame of mind that may cause him to charge 
that $1,000 up to Esberg*'s personal account instead of allowing 
to remain as a firm contribution by the "House of Staples." 


Another contributor to the Gumshoe Burns relief fund who 


has become quite conservative of statement recently is Super- 
visor Lippman Sachs. But Sachs is credited with giving but 
$500 to the sons of light and as he got a municipal job out of it, 
he probably regards it as a good investment now that there is a 
considerable protest against the consummation of the political 
bargain that he resign and make way for Phelan to become 
Mayor. 


The poor old "Call" has recently devoted some space to 


snarling at the' Calkins chain of California newspapers. In its 
drivelling way the senile sheet endeavors to drag- President 
Roosevelt, the graft prosecution and others into the contention 
as factors. The truth of the matter, as understood in newspa- 
per circles, is that the Calkins Syndicate offered the Spreckels 
ail, if not much more, than the Call is worth for that moribund 
journal. Of course the Spreckels wanted a larger figure for 
the paper that has been hawked from Wall street, New York, 
to Liedesdorff street, San Francisco, in an attempt to get for 
it a measureable proportion of what has been sunk in the paper 
since the Spreckels bought it with political coin. But no one 
wants it at the price. It is said that the Calkins people had the 
property appraised by experts and the estimate that resulted 
was a figure approaching what the Call cost the Spreckels in 
the first instance and which \\as regarded as a very liberal valu- 
ation, it being in excess of any previous offer made for the 
paper. 


Of course the valuation of the experts did not include the 


hundreds of thousands of dollars that have been sunk in the 
paper by bad management and otherwise, and it is said the 
Spreckels, for that reason, refused to accept it. Hence the ani- 
mus of the Call's attacks on the Calkins Newspaper Syndicate. 


The new business manager of the decrepit journal an- 


nounces that leaks in that institution which have been plugged 
up by him, together with economical reductions in expendi- 
tures, have resulted in reducing the monthly deficits by some. 
$8,000. It is said that the new business manager hopes to be 
able to lop off another $8,000 and get the salivating sheet on 
something approaching- a paying basis, provided the alleged 
journal does'"not die under the operation. 


Speaking of the Call, it is noticeable that iis venomous at- 


tacks on Senator Perkins have ceased of late. This lack of at- 
tention is explained by the passage by the Senate of the ship 
subsidy bill which contains a provision allowing ships of the 
second class making voyages of 4000 miles or a government 
subsidy. 


This provision allows the Spreckels outfit to draw money 


from the public treasury for sailing the unseawort'hy and ob- 
solete vessels of the Oceanic Steamship Company between Aus- 
tralian and New Zealand ports. These vessels have lately been 
withdrawn from service because there was no business for them 
to do, and the public would not bite at another stock swindle 
such as the one of a few years ago in which .several thousand 
people were robbed. 


The Oceanic steamships are not fitted for the traffic in 


which they were engaged, and have long been regarded as un- 
safe by insurance and shipping men. The conditions revealed 
when the Mariposa limped into port many days overdue, out of 
coal and with boilers leaking was the last straw that broke all 
confidence iii the Spreckels steamship concern. Incompetent 
engineers and an Oriental crew added to the determination of 
travelers not to trust themselves to such dangerous craft. 


But if the subsidy bill goes through the House in the shape 


it passed the Senate, the Oceanic hulks will resume their unsafe 
voyaging. 


It managed to get through the Senate solely because Sena- 


tor Perkins stifled his just resentment at the malicious attacks 
of the Spreckels newspaper in his desire to foster the American 
merchant marine. The Call ceased abusing Senator Perkins for 
the moment because other Senators intimated that if Spreckels 
wanted subsidies he had better quit wantonly attacking the Cal- 
ifornia Senators in his personal organ. 


There are rumors of another shake-up in the Call office. 


The concern is losing circulation rapidly and its classified ad- 
vertising has gone to the dogs entirely. It is taking classified 
ads. for anything it can get. for nothing sometimes, merely to 
make a sho\ving. 


Its advertising manager has left the paper, and one of the 


leading members of the editorial staff is seeking a job to do 
hackwork on country papers. 


It is predicted that there will shortly be a complete revo- 
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lution in aU departments, with new editorial and business 
heads. Since it has been under the direction of Rudolph 
Spreckels, the paper has antagonized the entire business com-' 
munity with the exception of the small Spreckels and Phelan 
coterie. Its news is so vitiated by falsehood and malicious mis- 
representation that nobody will believe anything printed in it, 
while the attempts to run State and municipal politics from its 
editorials have provoked indignation aijd disgust. 


These are a few of the reason^ why the Call is steadily go- 


ing down hill, and trying to stay its descent by giving away 
papers, and taking classified advertisements for cartickets, beer 
checks and cigar stumps.

My old friend, "Red" Hayes, of San Jose, the one-time 


friend'of Abe Ruef and latterly an adopted son of the Lincoln- 
Roosevelt League, does not catch the Speaker's eye very often 
these days. When he does, it is by accident, and then Uncle Joe s 
orbs gleam with wintry coldness. 


Hayes conceived the bidlliant idea of taking Uncle Joe 


down a peg. He circulated a petition among the members of 
the House calling for a caucus to change the rules and curb the 
Speaker's power. He was the only member from California to 
sign the document. Even Julius Kahn fell down on him-a 
habit Julius has. Hayes got plenty of private encouragement, 
but very few signers to his petition. There was a deal of curios- 
itv to see what would happen when the Speaker's foot got in ac- 
tion. Uncle Joe wears a big brogan, and is an energetie soul at 
times.

When the newspapers announced that Hayes had such 


a movement under way, he collapsed like a punctured balloon, 
and decided not to dhange the rules. 


Ever since Kahn has been gleefully praising his own as- 


tuteness in not signing the Bayes petition. He grieves in pn- 
vate with Hayes and congratulates Uncle Joe in public.

His mission was to in- 
duce the Taft people to make Dr. Pardee manager of the Taft 
campaign in California and designate the'Call as the official 
Taft organ. He was informed that Taft did not require a man- 
ager or an organ in this State. Simpson's efforts to impress 
himself upon the statesmen at the capitol provoked inquiries 
like these:

not made a hit, I am reliably informed. Taft did not like their 
whining tone nor their wholesale reflections on California Re- 
publicans.

When Gillett was in Washington Taft told him Pardee's

WANT COMMISSION TO JUDGE 


BETWEEN LABOR AND CAPITAL 


May Use Roosevelt's Nobel Prize 


WASHINGTON', March 21. — Sen- 
Itor Daniel today introduced a bill 
•reatlng a permanent commission H 
Washington to. consider disputes be- 
tween capital and labor. 
Representa- 


tive Bartnoldt, of Missouri, introduce! 
a similar bill In the house. 


This is to be arranged by establish- 


ing the foundation for the promotion 
of industrial peace and utilizes 
the 


$40,000 awarded to President Roose- 
velt with the Noble peace" prize as the 
.fund upon which the foundation is to 
be established. 


The bill provides that the commis- 
sion shall arrange meetings in "Wash- 
ington an} that it shall consist of rep- 
resentatives of capital and labor for 
the purpose of discussing 
industrial 


problems, with the vletv of arriving 
at a better understanding between em- 
ployers and employes. 
It shall call such conferences in case 


of great industrial crises and taka 
such oth'T steps/ as in its discretion 
will promote the general purposes of 
foundation, subject to such rules an3 
regulations as may be prescribed by 
the trustees. 
"It shall receive suggestions for the 
subjects to be discussed at the meet- 
ings and conferences and shall also 
arrange for the publication of the re- 
sults." ' 


Tt Is provldei-1 that ths 
commission 


shall consist of sixteen persons, seven 
trustees and nine others to be select- 
ed by the trustees. 
Of the 
latter, 
three are to represent labor, three cap- 
ital and three the general public. To 
the trustees shall be turned o%er for 
investment the principal of the peace 
foundation fund ind whatever 
addi- 


tions may come to it from gifts, be- 
quests, or devises, the income to be 
paid to the general committee. 


President Roosevelt 
donated 
this 


fund some time ago, to promote in- 
dustrial peace. 
Small 
contributions 


from citizens have been received and 
are now In the hands of the trustees. 
Oscar L. Straus, secretary of Com- 


merce and Labor, one of the trustees, 
recently issued a statement explaining 
the purposes of the committee and In- 
viting contributions 


He hopes to see the fund reach a to- 


tal 
of' $1,000,000, 
the income from 


which Is to be used in promoting peace 
between capital and labor by means 
of conferences and meditation.
